I don’t think I ever saw a more 
shocking mistake than was made ia a 
small Carolina town where the cem- 
etery was placed on the crest of a hill,

It sat there a glistening grief. It ob- 
truded itself into every festive scene’ 
The effect of its constant presentation 
ef the subject of death on the inhabi- 
tants must have been appalling. 
Where it did not harden the heart, it 
must have go the liver. The 
whole village doubtless turned out en 
masse to watch any mourner who 
ascended the hill to have a quiet cry 
over a dear grave, Oak Hill, however, is 
decerdusly tucked away under the 
trees, und has that tranquil stillness, 
that gives such a charm to the home of 
the dead. 

It is notable that the monuments in 
this cemetery are very plain and sim- 
ple. There is hardly a southern city 
that cannot show a dozen monuments 
in Oak Hill. Our cousins up here are 
too practical to waste much money on 
the dead. Edwin Stanton is buried 
under a plain shaft; and the sligntest 
shatts are utilized for a whole family, 
the names being put on as the members 
die. The banker Corcoran, responding 
to the trace of Virginia blood that runs 
in his veins, bas built a palatial vault ; 
honoring the yankee biocod that is in 
him, by living iong enough after its 
completion to get the worth of his 
money in looking at it.
